NATIONS’ LEAGUE 


Balfour Lauds Wilson’s Idea 
of International Law. 


Complete Freedom of All Peo- 
ples is Necessary. 


W orld Must be Made Safe for 
the Small States. | 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. F.! 

LONDON, Monday, Sept. 30.—The 
wrongs of subordinated peoples 
must be righted and territories oc- 
cupied by Germany since the begin- 
ning of the war must have com- 
plete freedom before 4a league of 
nations can be possible and peace 
secured to the world, said Arthur J. 
Balfour, British Foreign Secretary, 
at the Guildhall today. He explained 
President Wilson's recent speech in 
New York and gave his support to 
the ideas outlined in it. 

“The full magnitude of all the is- 
sues before mankind is thoroughly 
realized.” said Mr. Balfour. “Amer- 
lea came into the war fully conscious 
lof what those issues were and very 
| wisely named its great financial ef- 
‘fort after the cause which it has at 
heart, for that cause was liberty for 
the world. 

“There ts, vet another cause, not 
embodied in a name, but as present 
to the hearts and consciences of 
Americans as to the hearts con- 
sciences of British, French and Ital- 
janes, namely, that if we failed in this 
crisis not merely to win the war, 
but to see that such wars do 
recur, our task would be but half 
accom plished. 

UTTERANCES UNIQUE. 

“T am confident you all have read 
President Wilson's speech.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The new 
eld division of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, which is intended to 
be the connecting link between the 
council and the citizen, began its 
duties today under the direction of 
Secretary Lane, its cheirman. 

The purpose of the division is to 
organize and arouse the opinion and 
energies of the country upon war 
work by movi through the State 
councils and subSidiary organizations 
down to the smallest communities. 
It will take the place of the State 
section of the council, and the 
Woman's Committee and the agen- 
cles of both are incorporated as a 
part of its machinery. 

The work of the division will fall 
under six heads: 

The Federal agency section will 
have charge of all work relating to 
government departments and Fed- 
eral egencies requiring the aid of 
the field division and the nation- 
wide defense organizations. 

The organizations and information 
section will have charge of general 
planning and the advising of State 
councils as to the best methods of 
carrying on their work. 

There is also being created 4 field 
staff, the members of which will be 
the executive connecting link be- 
tween the field division and the par- 
ticular group of States allotted to 
each member of his staff. 

The Americanization section will 
handle the dissemination of educa- 
tional information, and will take 
over the work on educationel propa- 
ganda formerly handled by t 
Woman's Committee. 

A speakers’ section, under the di- 
rection of Frederick L. Allen, will 
obtain, organize and route speakers 
throughout the country, while Dr. 
Jessica B. Peixotto will be in charge 
of the child conservation section.

“We have come to a solemn mo- 
ment in this greatest of ail ware 
and in the long process of civiliza- 
tion,” says the Times. It is no time 
for exultation, but we may o 
nize in this great event the fret 
unmistakable presage that the con- 
federacy of our enemies ig tottering 
to its fall. The entire surprise 
which Bulgaria's desertion is to the 
Peoples of the Central Powers can- 
not fail to enhance the moral con- 
sequences of the shock.”

SENATE DENIES 
VOTE TO WOMAN 


The Anthony Amendment is 
Defeated 53 to 31.

Senator Jones Plans to Move 
Presidents Speech Fails to 
Change a Ballot. 
(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The Sen- 
ate today refused to grant the re- 
quest of the President that the wom- 
an suffrage resolution be passed as 
a war measure. 

After five days of bitter debate, 
corridor conferences and cloak-room 
negotiations, the Busan B. Anthony 
Federal amendment resolution en- 
acted by the House last January re- 
ceived on the final roll call two 
votes less than the necessary two- 
thirds majority. Fifty-four Senators 
were recorded Yor it and thirty 
against it, with twelve absent and 
paired. 

Before the vote was announced 
Senator Jones of New Mexico, chair- 
man of the Woman Suffrage Com- 
mittee, to comply with parliamentary 
requirements, changed his vote from 
the affirmative to the negative, and 
moved that the Senate reconsider. 
This made the final official record 
53 to 31, and left the resolution 
technically pending on the Senate 
calendar, in position for further con- 
sideration planned after the Novem- 


ber elections when suffrage forces 
hope to muster the requisite number 


of votes. 
President Wilson's personal ad- 


dress to the Senators yesterday sup- 


‘|}plemented by letters today to sev- 


eral Democratic Senators opposed to 
the resolution, did not change «a in- 
gie vote, although in the final de 
bate some Senators asserted that de- 
feat of the resolution would mean 
repudiation of the executive. 

Including the absent and paired 
Senators, the roll call showed that 
the Senate line-up of 62 to 34 on 
the resolution remained virtually un- 
changed from the beginning of the 
fight last Thureday. 

DBFEAT TEMPORARY. 


Chairman Jones and other cham- 
pions of the resolution declared aft- 
er today’a Vote that the defeat is 
only temporary and that the con- 
test will be renewed after the No- 
vember elections when changes in 


membership are certain. Adminis- 
tration leaders also admitted that 
the vote was the first important 


reverse President Wilson has met 
in advocacy of what he declared to 
be essential war measures. 

In a last effort to win over Demo- 
crats opposing the measure, follow-

A motion by 
Chairman Jones to table the amend- 
ment of Senater Williams of Mis- 
sisaippi, designed to limit the fran- 
chise to white women, was carried, 
61 to 22. The proposal of Senator 
Frelinghuysen of New Jersey to re- 
quire American citizenship of wom- 
an voters also was rejected, 50 to 
33. while an amendment by Sens 
tor Fletcher of Florida designed to 
apply the resolution’s prohibition 
against the abridgement of franchise 
because of sex to the Federal “gov- 
ernment only, was lost, 64 to 17.

Southern California's Eng- 
Ush walnut crop this fall is 
worth $9,000,000, compared 
with $6,500,000 last year, it 
was estimated yesterdey by 
Carlisle Thorpe, manager of 
the California Walnut Grow- . 


T ers’ Exchange, which markets 


75 per cent. of the entire pro- 
duction. 

Officers and directors of the 
Walnut growers’ association 
met yesterday and fixed the 
prices for walnuts during the 
next twelve months. The prod- 
uct will cost about 40 per cent. 
more than usual, it is stated, 
because of the increase in the 
cost of farm labor, machinery, 

1 supplies, transportation and 
other ems. 

Twenty-eight cents per 
pound has been fized as the 
price for No. 1 walnuts; 26 
cents for No. 2's; 29 cents for 
standard budded varieties, and 
31% cents for fancy budded 
walnuts. These are wholesale 
prices. No. 2's are already re- 
tailing for 90 cents a pound. 

The walnut harvest is now 
in full swing,, having begun 
bout ten days later tnan 
usual, Rain did slight dam- 
age to the crop.

Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los

ERMAN PRISONERS ON THE LAND. 
The experiment has been tried in Eng- 
land of utilising German prisoners for farm 
labor. The accounts of individual farmers’ 
experiences are interesting, and it is note- 
that nearly all the reports declare 
men respond quickly to decent 
work their very best and show 
ked gratitude for regular and tangl- 
* Ble employment.. They are paid at the 
rate of 10 cents an hour. with rations. One 
report declares “the German prisoners «as 
a class are obedient, industrious and show 
mo itneclination to escape; they appear to 
know when and where they are well off.” 
But a humorous explanation of this con- 
@ition was given by one German officer 
prisoner. “Yes, I think we al) ought to do 
our best,” said he, “because, when Germany 
occupies this country, our government win 
expect to find that we have brought it into 
the best possible order. They will need 


be able to claim to have done something 
constructive for Britain.

PASSING OF THE TURK. 


Driving their flocks and their slaves 


before them, a little band of perhaps 4000 


horsemen came hurrying into Asia Minor 


in the year 1227. They were flying from 
the dreaded Mongol invaders. 

As they fied they begged refuge bt the 
chieftains through Whose lands — they 
passed. It was always refused and they 
took up thelr weary journey again. 

At last, when but 400 or 500 horsemen 
were left, they were given permission to go 
into camp near the city of Erzerum, which 
has been captured and recaptured furing 
the present war. 

It was thence the Turk came into Eu- 
rope, And now he is about to take up his 
telongings and depart once more whence 
he came. 

The career of the Turk has been 3 
strange chapter of history. In two cen- 
turies after he first came into the ken of 
Europe he had grown powerful enough to 
wrest Constantinople from the last degen- 
erate Emperor of Rome's Eastern Empire. 
Since 1453, he has sat by the Golden Horn 
and watched the world go by. 

There was a period of history when his 
sway became so powerful that it went the 
length and breadth of the Ralkans and 
threatened to submerge Europe. | 

But in modern days the Turk has always 
presented the ,.amazing spectacle of the 
weakest and most degenerate nation in 
Europe occupying the seat of world power. 

Constantinople has always been recog- 
nized as the strategic center of the world. 
Peter the Great so denominated it in his 
will. Napoleon so declared it. 

Italy's dreams of world empire: Greece's 
awakening as a nation; the yearn of Bul- 
Faria to be the seat of a new Balkan Em- 
pire, all are dependent upon the ownership 
of Constantinople. As to the great Empire 
of Russia, for centuries the Turk sat at the 
gateway. The Sultan had*Russia bottled 
up, with all her enormous commerce, in a 
way that approached the ridiculous. 

So there sat the Turk, sfronger than the 
mightiest because of his weakness. So 
keen was the lust of all nations under the 
sun of Europe to own Constantinople, that 
no nation dared touch the Turk, as it was 
at though a dozen fighting: bulldogs sat in 
solemn state around a bone, each afraid to 
reach out for it because of the other bull- 
dogs. 

Since the dawn of modern times, the Turk 
has eked out a miserable tenure of this 
mighty seat by deliberately playing off one 
nation against the other. When one na- 
tion reached for the soup bone he whistled 
to attract the attention of the others. 

Little by little his sway has shrunk. 
After his show of power when the Turk de- 
feated Greece in one-two-three order, the 
Sultan has been doomed. 

By sufferance of the great powers of Eu- 
rope, the Balkan States were allowed to 
get up a war by which the Turk was thrown 
bag and baggage out of the Near East in 
Europe a few years ago. Since then, he 
has been clinging to the edge of the Bos- 
phorus waiting to be pushed over the edge. 

His end was precipitated by the Kaiser. 

Some twenty years ago, Wilhelm I< con- 
ceived his Mittel-Buropa scheme of ruling 
the world by forging down into the Per- 
sian, Gulf. Turkey was a necessary step- 
ping-stone for this plan. 

So for twenty years Wilhelm has been 
paying court to the Ottoman. 


Near East. The successful diplomat 
trains himself to step back 500 years into 
the past, The Kaiser's sway over Turkey 
was accomplished by petty bribery, by 
threats, cajolery and, no doubt, by still 
darker methods. One of the most important 
elements of Turkish diplomacy at that time 
was a Christian slave girl who was a fa- 
vorite of the Sultan. 

Through her influence, gained by bribery, 
the Kaiser won a dangerous hold over Tur- 
key and brought on the greatest conflict 
In the history of the world. 

When the smoke olears away, the Turk 
em have gone. His further tenure is un- 
thinkable. _ 

We are entering upon a period of inten- 
sive world efficiency. There is a deter- 
mination abroad among people that every 
ene in the world shall hereafter be fed and 
clothed and get a square deal. 

The Turk for these centuries past has 
kept in miserable inactivity some of the 
richest food-bearing lands in the world. 
They will be opened up to industry 
scientific cultivation. Palestine, the rich 
valleys of the Tigris and Euphrates are 
about to bloom again for the world’s good. 
The gateways to the rich regions on the 
shores of the Black and the Caspian Seas 
are to be opened for traffic once more. 

It is idle to deny to ourselves that the 
very riches that Constantinople guards, as 
well as its important position in the world, 
create a difficult problem. 

Were ft not for the paramount place of 
America in world affairs, it would be at 


the risk of another terrible world war that“ 


the disposal of Constantinople would be un- 
dertaken. 

The interests of Engjand, Italy, France 
end Greece are too sharply at cross pur- 
poses in the Mediterranean for any one of 
them to be trusted by the others with the 
possession of Constantinople. 

Constantinople logically belongs to Rus- 
sia, as it is the front gate to that empire; 
end England had made that creat conces- 
sion. But such a disposal of this most im- 
portant place on the face of the globe can- 
not now be made. At least not until Rus- 
sia bas been completely rehabilitated and 
freed of the last vestige of German infiu- 
ence. 

America ig the only one of the great pow- 
ers without selfish interest in the prem- 


ises. 

Constantinople can be made the stabil 
luer of the world; it can be used as a gyro 
scope to preserve forever the even level 
of imperial power in Europe. Or it can be 
the firebrand to light a hundred other 
world wars. 

It can be the oil can from which oi) will 
always be ready to pour on the troubled 
waters: or it can be 3 little hell on earth 
always squirting out poison. 

With Constantinople properly 


‘of. the next war hungry nation will find 


itself stopped before it starts. With Con- 
stantinople unskilifully disposed of, we 
may as well keep the guns loaded and 
ready.

OLD AND THE NEW. 

The arrival in this city of the big 
truck which made the trip from Boston to 
the Pacific Coast, with a load of three tons, 
covering the 3450 miles in twenty days, 
brings to mind the romantic days of stage 


coaching and wagon trains, when the only | 


motive power was the ox or mule team or 
the faithful horse. 

We can contrast this feat of the auto 
truck with the sensational first trip of the 
Butterfield stage, in 1858, when the journey 
from St. Louis to San Francisco, via 
Yuma and Los Angeles, was made in twen- 
ty-four days, twenty hours and twenty-àve 
m‘nutes—only the vehicle in this case was 
a light wagon, carrying only mail and a 
few passengers. 

Today a dozen auto stages a day ply be 
tween Los Angeles and San Bernardino, 
making the trip in three hours. In 1858 
a regular bi-weekly stage service was es- 
tablished between these two cities. “Regu- 
lar line carrying United States mail; leaves 
Los Angeles Mondays and Thursdays each 
week; San Bernardino Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. No person will be allowed to 
enter the stage without his fare is prepaid. 
Fare each way, $8"—so ran the advertise- 
ment. 

In those early days, before the railroad 
reached Southern California, freighting was 
an important industry. During the fifties 
supplies, hay, stock, flour and manufactured 
articles brought into San Pédro Harbor 
were hauled from Los Angeles to Arizona 
and Utah points and in some cases wagon 
trains hauled supplies clear through to Ida- 
ho and Montana. A single wagon often 
carried thousands of dollars’ worth of mer- 
chandise. 

Stage coaches—the “Banning lines,” the 
“Overland Mai!” and others—in those days 
carried mail and passengers from Los An- 
geles to Arizona points, to San Jose, San 
Francisco and Sacramento. Wenns Fargo 
express packages were also conveyed. The 
“movie” stage coach and robbery have made 
us familiar with the regulation types. But 
the conveyance was very often a simple, 
uncovered wagon, trailing endlessly through 
sand and dust, or over rough, ungraded 
roads and through bridgeless streams. 

Now we are in the midst of a new era 
in transportation—one which is beginning 
to open up marvelous possibilities. With 
the inddequacy of present railway facilities 
auto trucks and auto stages are being es- 
tablished and regulated means of transpor- 
tation growing in importance by leaps and 
bounds. The future of gasoline motor pow- 
er, as a result of its rapid adaptation to the 
needs of this war period, promises to revo- 
lutionize anew the history of transporta- 
tion. The fact that it is possible for a gas 
motor-driven conveyance tp cross the con- 
tinent, carrying a three-ton load, opens up 
possibilities scarcely dreamed of.

obvious therefore that reform has come 
through a deeper sense of responsibility, 
through the sudden enlightenment of char- 
acter and a general awakening of individ- 
Russia, on the other hand, 
which went in for wholesale prohibition 
overnight, has entirely lost its head and is 
certainly ferociously drunk on sometbing. 

It is doubtful, indeed, whether reform can 
ever accrue from restrictive legislation. It 
must come from within the indtvidual man 
and woman. The United States seems well 
on the way to try national prohibition while 
its vast millions of men are prodigiously 
occupied elsewhere, and it will be highly 
interesting to see whether we shall really 
gain as much tangible and real reform in 
this direction as Great Britain has achieved 
by the simple exercise of Individual personal 
preference and self-control.

The mother of a soldier has de 

veloped into a new type. She is a 
woman who has suffered and lost. 
and in compensation has gained a 
new bearing-—-a poise that entities 
her to a place of honor among wom- 
en. She is offering her son as a 
sacrifice on the altar of freedom. 
He is fighting for a liberty which 
free-born Americans have taken for 
granted. Just what this sacrifice 
means to each mother can only be 
surmised. 3 


“I haven't heard from my son for 
nine months, but I write him a let- 
ter every two weeks, just the same,” 
said a plucky little woman to «4 
friend yesterday as they sat sewing 
for the Red Cross. “My letters have 
not heen returned, nor has the gov- 
ernment sent me any notification— 
so I still have hope.” 

“Aren't you hoping against hope,” 
said the friend, “for it would seem 
to be a superhuman feat for Uncle 
Sam to keep absolute trace and 
track of every soldier and sailor.” 


“What a Job's comforter you are,” 
replied the little woman. “You are 
like the one who has no service flag 
in the window, but who says ‘I would 
rather see a son of mine killed out- 
right than to be taken prisoner by 
the Germans,’ for such a person does 
not realize that the loving ones at 
home cling to every thread of hope, 
believing that while there is life 
there is always hope, And it is just 
so when letters are not received at 
home. This same undying hope 
buoys up the family and friends, for 
they feel that. while no news may 
not be good news, yet no news is not 

news.” 

This woman spoke feelingly on the 
subject, and went on to tell of an 
experience of one of her neighbors 
whose son did not write for over six 
months; then finally a letter came 
one day. saying: “I would have writ- 
ten, mother dear, if I had been halt 
a man—but what the Germans left 
of me is just only an excuse.” 


This lad had been a tall, hand- 
some youth, athletic and full of life. 
For a time after he had regained 
consciousness he could not reconcile 
himself to his fate—he wished that 
he had been killed—and he was so 
disheartened and discouraged that 
he just could not bring himself to 
write to his mother unt he had 
fought out his own little battle. 
Meanwhile his mother had fought 
her battle. too, and she was a vic- 
tortious heroine, even though her bat- 
tlefeld had 4 very unspectacular 
setting. She was more than willing 
to forgive her son for his neglect of 
her. She had even grown to appre- 
ciate his sensation of not caring to 
live; but still as time goes on she 
longs for what is left of her boy. 
He is still in France in a hospital 
curative workshop, where he is be- 
ginning his college days all over 
again. This time he has chosen a 
highbrow profession. In these few 
months of practice he has become 
very expert with his new legs and 
his new right arm. His mental at- 
titude ie changed. too: for a new 
horizon has dawned upon him. 
caused by the fact that his little 
nurse is in love with him; And this 
nurse has at last persuaded him 
that, with modern science, even half 
aman can be made into a perfect 
whole man, tf the head on the shoul- 
ders is equal to the occasion. 

This touching story had been a 
great inspiration to the mother who 
had waited nite months and was 
still waiting: She knew now that 
if her son yet lived there was some- 
thing wrong, for, up to a certain 
period, he had written regularly 
every week. If he was incapacitated 
she wanted to help him—she wanted 
to sympathize with him and to assist 
him to get a new point of view. 
During all these long months she 
had worked out her owg philoso- 
phy—she had lost all trace of re- 
bellion. She was proud now that 
her son was in the war to suppress 
imperialism, It he died fighting for 
this cause, she was grateful that she 
and hers could contribute—but. if 
he was still alive, she wanted him 
in part if not jn whole. 

This mother. with a new-born 
faith in the Inevitable, felt that all 
mothers, sisters. wives and friends 
should establish a private intelli- 
gence bureau in order to acquire all 
information that would aid in the 
rehabilitation of incapacitated sol- 
diers and sailors. She believed that 
those at home should educate them- 
selves to accept the new situation 
gracefully and, above all things, to 
fit themselves to encourage the dis- 
abled boys to aim for new and hizh- 
er ambitions. She thought the ors 
should be urged to strive to be sell-

COUNCIL DEFERS ) 
DEPOT DECISION 


Wants Two Weeks to Think of 
Terminal Matter. 


Capital Issues Body may not 
Approve Expenditure. 


Arguments by Citizens Cause 
Lengthy Session. 


After exhaustive arguments on 
the question whether the City Coun- 
cll should at this time adopt a def- 
inite policy in relation to the grade 
crossings and . terminal depot prop- 
ositions, the Council late yesterday 
took the matter under advisement 


for two weeks. 

The discussion was based upon 
the report of the State Railroad 
Commission to Ditrector-General 
McAdco of the Raijroad Administra- 
ton, in which the Santa Fe depot 
was recommended for a temporary 
passenger terminal. Action by Mr. 
McAdoo is expected at an early date. 

A declaration by H. W. Kellar, 
representing John H. Perrin of the 
United States Capital Iasues Com- 
mittee, that that cummittee can not 
approve the expefditure of from 


unification plan outlined by the 
State Railroad Commission seemed 
to have more bearing upon the whole 
situation than anything else said at 
the hearing. 

Mr. Kellar stated that it is deemed 
inexpedient at this time to approve 
the proposed expenditure when en- 
ery day the Capital Issues Committee 
is flatly turning down requests for ap- 
proval of lesser projects. He said the 
Capita] Issues Committee will not 
approve anything that is not abso- 
lutely essential to the winning of the 
war. 


PRODUCE FIRMS’ LOSS. 

One of the strongest arguments 
against the proposed location of @ 
terminal at the Santa Fe depot was 
made by E. A. Meserve, who repre- 
sented the Los Angeles Produce Ex- 
change. He said there are sixty 
produce firms in the vicinity of the 
Southern Pacific depot and that they 
do a business of from $200,000,000 
to $300,000,000 annually. “Anything 
that adds to their expense naturally 
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comes from the consumers,” he said, 
“and it would be a big expense for 
them to conduct their business from 
the proposed terminal. 

Stoddard Jess, a leading banker, 
said the time is not opportune for 
the proposed c in railroad af- 
fairs. He said opposes the plan 
because it would work a hardship 
upon the business interests. In- 
cidentally Mr. Jess said that he per- 
sonally does not favor the building 
of a terminal depot. He said Leas 
Angeles is not a junction point, and/ | 
that it is a termina! point and needs 
no union depot. 


H. J. Goudge, represen the 
Business Men's Association, 
the point that the Railroad m- 


mission's recommendation does not 
offer a permanent solution of the 
big problem and he thought the 
Council should have a care in mak- 
ing a recommendation. The 
posed plan. he said, would result in 
a drastic disturbance of business! 
conditions and is opposed by all the 
merchants and business men south 
of Third street.
